short time. Of course tboro are some small thing#, 
such as being able to wait opon the patrons of tho of¬ 
fice, that must be learned by a now man upon bis olcc 
tion, but tiiia ahouid be easily acquired. Beyond tbi#, 
a* I said, tho office is so surrouuded by express laws 
and rognlatious that the avorage man can euro for it. 
The records arc there to show fur theuiselvos. Tho 
clork is not a part of the records of the offloe, bat only 
the custodian of the same. 

It is to be presumed that (ho wise legislators who 
created the office of County Clurk, and the wiser leg¬ 
islator# who have perpetuated tho same through |>mst 
year#, gave the matter, at the least, os much thought 
as has •-Lawyer,” and had they thought, 4s he does, 
that one man should hold the place forever, they would 
not have made it an elective office, but no appointive 
one, to be held for life or daring good behavior. The 
Couuty of Pocahonta# wo# created by tho legislature 
of Virginia in 188:1, since which time the office flf 
County Clerk baa been filled by various good mou. It 
baa never been said before that "large property inter¬ 
est#" were pot in jeopardy on account of tint office 
changing bands, nor baie the past encumbents held 
the position for life and reared their children to suc- 
oeed thorn
